Win 3 Debates in Week 

Donald Delvin, of the School of 
Commerce, and Steve Bross, suc- 
cessfully upheld the negative of an 
Intercollegiate Debate staged at 
Queen's University on Monday 
night Debating on the subject, 
"Resolved that it is possible to elim- 
inate war in our present state of 
civilization," Delvin and Bross gain- 
ed the decision over W. Waun and 
R. Rabinovitch of Queen's. 

This debate was sponsored by the 
Debating Societies of the respective 
Universities. The first speaker of 
the affirmative stressed the history 
of war and pointed out that its 
elimination was possible under our 
present civilization. The first 
speaker for McGill was Don Delvin, 
an active debater of the School of 
Commerce since coming to college, 
who pointed out the Economic and 
Political causes of war and how 
these causes arc present in today's 
economic set up.

It will be readily agreed that the war 
today is an economic one.

The School 
Of Commerce 



Before considering the possibilities and 
shortcomings of the School of Commerce -as it 
is constituted at present, I believe that we 
should flrst^glimpse briefly at. its history. It 
may prove a reve1ationit(^oim^t«us;. Wllea^ 
that it is only since 1627 îhaflîhe MiEGm School 
of Commerce has offered a four-year course 
leading to the degree of Bachelor of Commerce, 
and that the School came into exlstance only a 
llttli^ more than twenty-five years ago, at which 
time the courre was' only of two years duration. 
Surely we must admit that we have come a 
long wayl < 

Within the last three years interest has 
quickened in the development of the School. 
First came Dr. James, followed by Dr. Beach, 
to take over the administration. Both are men 
who are young in spirit and ideas and who are 
anxious ,that,at McGill we should have a School 
of Commerce which no ohé heed apologize for. 
Under their guidance, and with the co-opera- 
tion of the students we may well look forward 
to rapid progress in our development. 

The gift of Mr. Bronfman, for which we are 
all deeply grateful, will do much to speed oUr 
progress. 

Already plans have been drafted to extend 
the course to five years. This will mean the 
first year students who Intend to pursue tKeIr 
studies In the fields of Commerce will be able 
to spend a year at college, to help them deter- 
mine their likes and dislikes, and receive 
more general education which will help them 
in their future studies. Courses In Science in 
Economic Life have' been introduced, and 
although many students object to them, they 
must have patience, remembering that they are 
still In the formative stages and too much can 
not be expected at the beginning. 

In spite of the changes already made, there 
is a crying need for more changes to come. AI 
though Montreal is Canada's greatest industrial 
and commercial centre, there is as yet no Unt 
verslty in the city which adequately provides 
young men with the educational facilities with 
which to prepare themselves for entrance into 
the field of business. Elsewhere in this Com- 
merce Issue of the "Daily" are outlined the 
suggestions of the students, regarding the 
courses which should be introduced. We be- 
lieve that if and when these suggestions are 
adopted Montreal will be provided with the 
needed, training, ground for the men who will 
help to make her an industrial and commercial 
centre second to none on the continent. 

In our desire to receive a practical train 
ing, however, we should not lose sight of the 
importance In business, as èlsewhere, of a cul 
tural background. With a year in Arts or 
Science and the combination of the suggested 
practical courses and those courses now avail- 
able, the Bachelor of Commerce of the future 
should be well qualified to . take his chosen 
place in the worido^omwrow;

11. Plans have been made by the 
Students Executive Council to call 
open meetings where candidates 
will be given an opportunity to 
present their platforms to the stu- 
dent body.
